the knife and the keen steel put into their hands 
amidst the mad like themselves, and have been 
as harmless as children. So has it, been with 
regard to admission to public worship. ‘They 
love public worship. ‘They need its soothing | 
influence, It brings back to their recollection 
the scenes of other days. Aud there is some- 
thing in the very divinity of the word of God, 
which has a power over the insane. ‘The con- 
sciousness of Goil’s presence quells the turbu- 
lent emotions of their hearts. He had addres- 
sed them; and such was their calm attention, 
that he could not discover a single mark of in- 
sanity about them, 

There were many evielences of the divinity 
of the Christian religion, be snid, in the power 
it carries with it. All benevolent enterprises 
are the natural fruit of religion itself; whieh is 
the centre from which radiate in every diree- 
tion, all the rays of benevolent feeling.

And they say this 
Society is useless—that they ought to begin by 
giving the sailor his civil rights, But we be- 
lieve this is the wrong way. Our Saviour 
says, ‘Seek first the kingdom of God and his 
righteousness, and all these things shall be ad- 
ded unto you.” We have it from high author- 
ity, that the people of the world hew out to 
themselves broken cisterns, Some trust in 
chariots and some in horses; but we must trust 
in something else. E will endeavor to show 
how religion will secure justice to the seamen 
in our courts, ‘The laws themselves are well 
enough, A captain is answerable for murder 
committed on the high seas. The law. of 
blood for blood, is a law at sea as well as on 
shore. Manslaughter at sea is punished with 
imprisonment for life; and whoever inflicts 
eruel and unusual punishments, is liable to 
five years’ imprisonment. The law stands ready 
to protect the sailor. ‘The difficulty is, in mak- 
mony. Here is a captain, who has inflicted a 
Wiest Outrageous purishment Upon a seaman, 
whieh has resulted in death or manning, ‘The 
stilors come on the stand, and all testify to the 
outrageous conduct of the captain. But whe 
are these sailors?

The Providence of God has given to seamen 
the ear of the world It iso feet that a sea- 
man’s word is taken in foreign lands before 
another man’s, One single se reaptain, such 
as the captain of the Switzerlind, will have 
more influence in oa foreign port than halfa 
score of landsmen. His flag and bis ereat ear- 
goset him upon a pillar of fame. Tle is met 
by all the men of the world,—the lover of 
wealth entrusts to him his thousands—and you 
that have sous or daughters, to send abroad for 
their health, or for literary fame, you go to him 
and commit your children to his arms. Hela 
the captuin—thavs enough, But, suppose he 
goes with brs Bible, and a erew like bimnself— 
What an influence will he carry round the 
globe? With all the missionary philanthropy, 
itis still true that they move slow—they move 
with a tedious and heavy artillery. Mr. Wes- 
ley said, * Ride on, King Jesus.’—But Dr. 
Watts outstripped him, when he said, “ Let 
the echo tly! We fly—we eateh the breeze— 
we fly at the rate of fifteen or twenty knots an 
hour, We meet a ship, and exchange saluta- 
tions, and give them the word of life.

In support of this, he related a number of 
thrilling aneedotes, showing the privations, suf- 
ferings, and disasters, to which sailors are ex- 
posed. We have only room for two or three 
ofthem. About two years ago, he said, the 
town of Portsmouth was overwhelmed with 
emotion, by the arrival of a ship that bad been 
two days in a most distressing condition, She 
left New York, with a eargo of cotton, and 
wos struck with lightuing; and when she lund- 
ed at the wharves, she was a floating voleano. 
You never saw men more overpowered than 
they were. Every nerve had been onthe stretch, 
fortwodays; and now, judge of their emotions, 
when they found themselves safely in port. 
There were, he said, in’ Portsmouth, widows 
belonging to his church, whose husbands had 
gone forth upon the stormy deep, and never 
returned. One of them bas received no intel- 
ligence from her husband, exeept that the brass 
plate whieh was on his trunk has been picked 
up on the shore of one of the Bahama islands. 
‘The storms during the past vear, have been 
frightful.
